1. Adoption of Agenda 

Motion The agenda was unanimously adopted (T. Stathopoulos, T. Fancott)

2. Adoption of Minutes 

Motion The Minutes of the Meeting 97-6 (26 Sept. 97) were unanimously adopted 
97-7-2 (T. Stathopolous; S. Hoa). 

3. Chair's Remarks 


The Chair apologized for the delay in starting the meeting. The meeting room 
was locked, and the key had to be brought from Security on the first floor. 


Dr. Esmail announced that encouragement has been received from several key 
sources for the establishment of an undergraduate program in Software 
Engineering. These sources included the Canadian Engineering Accreditation 
Board (CEAB), the National Council of the Deans of Engineering and 
Applied Science (NCDEAS), some industrial partners, and members of the 
Faculty’s External Advisory Board. 


Such a program could only be established by joint contributions from the 
Departments of Computer Science, and Electrical and Computer Engineering. 


Plans for the program will greatly help the project for a new Engineering and 
Computer Science Building. 


A discussion ensued on the merit of such a program, and the implication of its 
introduction for the Departments involved and the Faculty also. Drs. Fancott, 
Atwood, Hoa, Giguére, and Lam participated in the discussion. 


Dr. Esmail announced the establishment of the Steering Committee for the 
Engineering Building Project. Dr. Bachynski, Mrs. Quesnel, Mr. R. Renaud, 
Mr. J. Wener, and D. Gilbert agreed to serve on the Steering committee. At 
the present time candidates are being sought for the position of Project Leader 
to coordinate the work of this Committee, the Dean's Office, and the 
Departments in the development of the Engineering Building Project. 


Dr. Esmail announced that the Faculty has secured participation in five 
Networks of Centers of Excellence: 1) The Canadian Institute for 
Telecommunications Research (CITR); 2) Institute for Robotics and 
Intelligent Systems (IRIS); 3) Intelligent Sensing for Innovative Structures 
(ISIS); 4) Micronet; 5) Mechanical Wood Puips Network. In addition, 
members of the Faculty are involved in applications for two new Networks: 
1) Wood Canada - Bois Canada; 2) Aerospace. 


Dr. Esmail announced that enrollment figures show a slight increase of 4% in 
the number of students attending programs in the Faculty. Most of the 
increase is in the programs of Mechanical Engineering and Computer Science. 
A slighter decrease in programs in the School for Building is small compared 
to decreases in the Civil Engineering enrollment in other Canadian 
engineering schools. 


The Chair announced that the Council will continue in a Closed Session,
